I direct the Government of NCT of Delhi to pay in the 
first instance a sum of Rs. 3 lacs within four weeks frotn today to respondent 
No. 1 college to enable it to engage the services of teachers and purchasing the 
books. I also direct respondent No. 4 (NCTE) to grant ad-hoc recognition to tlie 
course being run by respondent No. 1 college, subject, however, to the condition 
that respondent No. 1 will not admit any more students in the course till such time 
regular recognition is granted by the National Council for Teachers Education, 
file National Council for Teachers Education will grant ad-hoc recognition within 
three weeks fi-om the date it is intimated to it by respondent No, I college that it 
has complied with the directions given by the court, namely, teachers have been 
employed and the books have been purchased. Tlie recognition so granted will 
be retrospective from the date of admi.ssion of the students to the college." 
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4. Vivekanand College, Vivek Vihar , Delhi vide its letter No. VC/2000/1504 
dated 8.1.2001 informed the NCTE tliat five teachers have been additionally 
appomted on ad-hoc basis and books worth Rs. 88,779 - for B.El.Ed. course 
have been purchased. 

5. The Northern Regional Cwnmittee. taking into account the directioas of the 
HOn'ble High Court of Delhi and the compliance report submitted by V’ivckanand 
College, Vivek Vihar, Delhi, in exercise of the power vested under Section 
14(3Xa) of the NCTE Act, 1993, grants ad-hoc recognition to Vivekanand 
College, Vivek Vihar, Delhi for conducting B.El.Ed, course with retrospecti^^e 
efFect for tlie students already Admitted and presently pui-suing tlie second Near 
(22), tliird year (22) and fourth year (23) of the course subject to the cc»ndilion 
that the said college will NOT admit any more .students in this course till such 
time regular recognition is granted by the NRC.
